Food Shortages 
May Go to 1948 


Even Greater Sacrifices 


May Be Called For. 


WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
Agriculture Clinton P. Anderson 
forwarned Americans that food 
shortages may continue into 1948 
and that they would be called upon 
for greater sacrifices to help stem 
,the march of starvation across the 
world. 

Anderson sketched the nation's 
food outlook in an extemporaneous 
address before the Rotary club in 
Washington, 

He did not indicate the nature of 
the further sacrifices, but assert- 
ed that they would be necessary 
“in the near future.”’ 

Presumably, Americans will 
have to get along with even less 
grain and fats and vegetable oils, 
since these products are needed 
most to combat famine abroad. In 
the coming months, U. S. consump- 
tion of fats and oils will be 20 per 
cent less than it has been. The per- 
centage of supplies in domestic 
channels may be smaller, the sec- 
retary indicated, if famine de- 
mands continue to grow, 

Anderson, discussing the length 
of the food shortage, said many 
products would be scarce the rest 
of 1946 and through next year. He 
added that it is possible some short- 
ages will extend into 1948. 

The secretary emphasized the 
continued deficit in U, S. shipments 
of wheat, cereals, meat and fats to 
famine areas, but expressed confi- 
dence that commitments for the 
period ending June 30 will be ful- 
filled. 

Anderson blamed black market 
competition with the government 
for the shortage of meat and lard 
for export, and said a new slaugh-

NEW RULES AND REGULATIONS 
MUST BE ENFUKCED 


In order to maintain better service it is necessary to 
have some strict rules, which must be followed by citizens 
of the Town. 

FIRST: When the alarm is given, all cars and trucks 
must stay out of the streets leading to the location of the 
fire, in order to give the fire trucks ample time and space 
for safe runs. Do not park your car or truck near the 
building, and do not drive over the water hose under any 
circumstances. 


SECOND: Do not call the telephone office to find out 
where the fire is located. Operators will be busy notifying 
meinbers of fire company and other officers where the 
fire 3s, and have been instructed not to notify other persons 
until fire company members get to the fire. 


THIRD: Do not handle or remove any equipment from 
the urucks—this is the job of fire company members only— 
and unless you have been authorized by officers of the com- 
pany do not interfere with their work. 


All fire plugs in the City are being tested and repaired 
where needed, and the old hose is being repaired where 
possible. 1200 feet of new hose has already been received. 
Several test runs have already been made and others are 
pianned in order for members to get thoroughly organized 
for efficient work. 

The Mayor and Council are deeply interested in giving 
residents of Elba better fire fighting facilities, which will 
lead to a possible reduction in insurance rates, but it is nec- 
essary that full cooperation of citizens be given in these 
efforts. We trust that the rules set forth herewith will be; 
opeyed without the necessity of drastic action.

JESUS CROSSES RACIAL 
BOUNDARIES 


LESSON TEXT-—John 4:4-10, 27-30, 39- 
9 
MEMORY SELECTION — Whosoever 
drinketh of the water that I shall give 
him shall never thirst.—John 4:14, 

Racial and social prejudice divide 
mankind, although they are really 
one family by the creation of God. 
Speaking a thousand or more 
tongues and countless dialects; liv- 
ing in separated areas; suffering un- 
der or priding themselves in (as the 
case may be) a certain social order, 
and disagreeing even about the 
things of God, they manage to build 
up formidable barriers between their 
various groups. 

The Word of God by both precept 
and practical example teaches just 
the opposite. 

I, Barriers Broken (vv. 4-9). 

Contrast the woman of Samaria 
with Nicodemus, whose coming to 
Christ we studied last week. He was 
rich; she was poor, He was a Jew; 
she was of the mixed race of Samar- 
itans. He was a man of character 
and high position; she was immoral 
and uneducated, He sought Jesus; 
Jesus sought her. 

In doing so, he cut straight across 
the barriers of race, tradition, social 
position, education, everything. He 
was interested in her soul's salva- 
tion and nothing could stand in his 
way. We would do well to follow 
his example. 

Every Christian is by his very 
calling a soul-winner. We dare not 
delegate this responsibility to the 
pastor or missionary. As soul-win- 
ners We are vitally interested in our 
Lord's approach to this woman who 
was far from God, apparently hope- 
lessly involved in sinful associations, 
a citizen of a hostile nation and an 
adherent of another religious faith. 

By asking a favor of her, Christ 
tactfully placed himself (as does any 
petitioner), for the moment, on her 
own plane. He was not a distant, 
learned religious leader deigning to 
cast a bit of religious philosophy to 
her, He was a tired, thirsty man 
asking for a drink of water. 

But he was more! He was the 
gracious Son of God, declaring to 
her that he was ready to give to 
her the water of life. 

II. Problems Solved (vv. 9, 10, 
27-30). 

The first problem this poor woman 
had to face was her sin problem. Is 
not that true of all of us? 

She first tried to avoid it by rais- 
ing the race problem, and the reply 
of Jesus told her of the water of 
life. Her quick desire to escape the 
drudgery of carrying water, gave 
him opportunity to face her with her 
sin, She could never find peace and 
joy until there was a frank and open 
facing of sin in her life, 

Let us make no mistake at this 
point, for the moral law of God is 
the same now as it was on that far- 
off day when Jesus brought the 
woman of Samaria face to face with 
her own sin. 

Possibly in an effort to evade her 
moral problem by theological discus- 
sion (a common practice in our day, 
too!), and partly because of her ig- 
norance of true worship, she asked 
a question about a controversial 
matter relating to outward cere- 
mony. Is it not a singular thing 
how men who know nothing of spir- 
itual life delight in the propagation 
and defense of organizations and in 
the conduct of outward religious ex- 
ercises? 

True worship is revealed (v. 23) 
as being first ‘in spirit.’”’ We do 
not cast aside all external helps to 
worship, but real worship goes 
through and beyond both place and 
symbol to real soul communion 
with God, second, ‘‘in truth.’’ 

The disciples were wise enough 
not to interfere with what Jesus was 
doing (personal workers take note!), 
and it was not long before the wom- 
an saw Jesus as the Christ! Observe 
how quickly she went to tell others. 

III, Salvation Declared (vy, 39-42), 

Jesus honors this poor fallen wom- 
an by making to her his first dec- 
laration of himself as the Messiah 
(vv, 26, 27). He is the high and 
exalted One, but he is at the same 
time the friend of sinners. To Nico- 
demus, the learned ruler of the 
Jews, he spoke of the new birth, To 
the poor woman of Samaria he de- 
clared his Messiahship, .He is no 
respecter of persons, and neither 
are those who truly follow him. 

Those whom the woman brought to 
Jesus saw and heard for themselves, 
and many of them believed. Per- 
sonal testimony is a wonderful thing, 
but the ultimate purpose of such wit- 
ness is to get men to come by faith 
into the presence of the Lord Jesus 
himself. 

A personal experience with Christ 
leads to rea) assurance; without 
which there can be no spiritual 
growth or usefulness, 

May many who read these words, 
and who have so often heard and 
read about Jesus, come to him to- 
day so that they may say: ‘Now we 
believe ... for we have hezrd him 
ourselves, and know that this is in- 
deed the Christ, the Saviour of the 
world” (vy. 42).

POULTRY PLANNING 1S 
TASK FOR JANUARY; 
CLEAN ALL HOUSES 


Alabama farmers laying 
the groundwork tor protita- 
ble poultry flocks next fall 
are now placing their orders 


for baby chicks.-<they are 
also getting housé® —and 
equipment ready. SS 


Knough chicks should be 
obtaineed to fill laying hous- 
es to capacity with good pul- 
lets, says Jonn Ivey, AP] ex- 
tension poultryman. Re- 
member in planning the 
chicken business that eggs 
will be plentiful this spring, 
but not next fall, he advises. 
Start three chicks for each 
pullet counted on for the lay- 
ing house and buy from local 
haceheries following a good 
hreeding and disease coutrol 
program, 

li brooder houses and 
brooders are not already on 
hand, make plans now to 
have them when needed, 
Check all brooder equipment 
for good operation and clean- 
liness. Disinfect all equip- 
ment. Scrape, sweep, scrub 
and spray the brooder house. 
Thoroughly clean ceiling, 
Walls and tloor before scrub- 
bing. If brooder house is the 
movable type, move it to a 
new location after cleaning. 
Permanent brooder house 
should be equipped with wire 
sun porches so chicks can 
have access to cool, fresh air 
and direct sunlight. This is 
also a good sanitary precau- 
tion. Raise chicks and young 
pullets away from mature 
flocks. This will reduce first 
year mortality by 650 per 
cent, says Ivey. He advises 
flock owners to sell old hens 
as they go out of production 
and plan to replace them 
with early pullets.

CHAMPAIGN, ILL. — Amer- 
ica’s wars have cost more than 
all the wealth the country has 
piled up since the Declaration of 
Independence, according to the 
bureau of economic and business 
research of the University of 
Illinois, 

Wars have cost the United 
States 414 billion dollars, All the 
farms, homes, factories, stores 
and other property of the United 
States is valued at 300 billion 
dollars, the report said. 

For what the country has spent 
on wars, every family in Amer- 
ien could have a new $8,000 
home, a $1,200 car and $2,000 in

Proteins Held New Kev 
To Stomach Ulcer Cure 


CHICAGO A new treatment 
for stomach ulcers is reported by 
Dr, William W. Bolton of the bureau 
of health education of the American 
Medical associntion 

Stomach ulcers afflict an esti-, 
mated 5 per cent of the population, 
or some 64 million persons, accord- 
ing to Dr. Bolton 

Although the medical profession 
awaits further study before passing 
final judgment on the new treat- 
ment, Dr. Bolton said: “It appears 
to have significant possibilities.” 

It consists of administering pro- 
tein preparations, They may be 


taken through the mouth or inject- 
ed into a vein. 

“Following the start of this treat- 
ment,’’ he writes in Hygeia maga- 
zine, ‘ulcers disappeared as though 
by magic.” 

Ordinarily, he writes, effective 
treatment is based on recognizing 
that mild, soothing food with fre- 
quent feeding serves to keep the 
stomach partially filled, and that it 
is necessary to neutralize the excess 
acidity usually present in ulcer 
cases. 

Dr. Bolton gives this picture of 
the typical ulcer sufferer: He is thin, 
inclined to limited activity, nervous, 
rather short-tempered and easily up- 
set. He is never a robust eater and 
is choosy in his diet, 

Causes of ulcer are many, he 
adds.
